BOMB ONLY FIRECRACKERS 


Suffragettes Cause Excitem ent by A t­ 
tack on Lloyd George. 
Aberdeen, Scotland, Nov. 30.— Some 
excitement 
was caused 
here when 
what at first was believed to be an 
infernal machine intended for David 
Lloyd George, chancellor of the ex­ 
chequer, was found in the hands of 
a suffragette, who was discovered hid­ 
ing in the hall where Lloyd George 
was to deliver an address. 
It turned 
out, however, to be a box containing 
firecrackers. 
The woman who had it and two of 
her suffragette companions were ar­ 
rested. 
They were hiding behind the organ 
in the music hall and were discovered 
before the doors were opened. 


WOMEN DESTROY MORE MAIL 


Indianapolis, 
Nov, 
30.— Raymond 
Burns testified at the so called dyna­ 
mite conspiracy trial that more than 
five months elapsed from the time he 
located Ortie E. McManigal and James 
B. McNamara before the dynamiters 
were arrested. 
During that time ten 
explosions occurred. Once McManigal 
was lost sight of and later it was 
learned he had been to Los Angeles, 
where he caused an explosion in the 
Llewellyn iron works. 
Burns 
testified 
that 
Herbert 
S. 
Hockin, the alleged betrayer of his 
fallow defendants, gave him descrip 
lions of McManigal and McNamara 
and information concerning some of 
the explosions they had caused. 
Two operatives of the Burns detec­ 
tive agency testified that they shad­ 
owed McManigal and McNamara from 
Chicago to a hunting camp in Wiscon­ 
sin and told of numerous visits to the 
dynamiters' camp and of spying upon 
them with field glasses. 
Burns said that Hockin first met 
him in a hotel lobby in Chicago Nov. 
2, 1910, one month and ene day after 
the Los Angeles Times explosion in 
which twenty-one persons were killed. 
Hockin told him, he said, that Brice, 
then being sought on the Pacific coast, 
was Jam es B. McNamara and that J. 
W . McGraw, wanted for explosions in 
Peoria. 111., was McManigal. 
Acting on this information he said 
he located McManigal’s house in Chi­ 
cago and traced him to the North­ 
western 
railroad station, where on 
Nov. 5 he pointed him out to William 
J. Otts and Benjamin F. Damon, two 
operatives from his father’s detective 
agency. 
He instructed the operatives 
to shadow7 McManigal, he said. 


W hat Burns Testified To. 


Burns’ testimony in part, the ques­ 
tions eliminated, continued: 
"Two weeks later I again met Hoc- 
kin in Chicago. 
He told me he was 
satisfied John J. McNamara of the 
Ironworkers’ union and a brother of 
James B., was doing the dynamiting 
for what money there was in it and 
he said he did not like It, for he was 
afraid it would ruin the union. 
Later W illiam J. Burns, Hockin 
and myself met. 
William J. told Hoc­ 
kin the result of the Investigation on 
the Pacific coast, which was that Olaf 
A. Tveitmoe and Anton Johannsen of 
San Francisco had furnished Caplan 
and Schmidt and arranged with then: 
to blow up the Times building. 
W ill­ 
iam J. asked Hockin if he knew any- 
I thing on this point. 
Hockin replied he 
knew nothing about what Tveitmoe 
J did, as that was a matter handled on 
the coast. 
“ Hockin 
did 
say, 
however, 
that 
Tveitmoe and Johannsen had arranged 
to blow up W illiam J. in Seattle or 
San Francisco by placing a bomb in a 
room next to his room at a hotel.

Manila. Nov. 30.—Owing to the pros­ 
tration of the telegraph wires no defi­ 
nite estimate is yet possible of the 
number of fatalities or of the property 
losses by the typhoon which crossed 
the islands of Samar, I^eyte and North 
Panay several days ago.

Despite the enormous dam­ 
age in Tacloban, capital of Leyte, the 
fatalities there were less than a dozen. 
The government is forwarding relief 
supplies to the stricken district.
